On Monday next 785 Pennsylvani- 


ans, ranging in age from 16 to 35 
-ears, will proceed to Camp Meade, 
Id., where they will spend the month 
of August at the expense of Uncle 
Sam in the United -States Military 
Praining Camp which is one of the 
nine corps areas into which the 
country has been divided for this 
purpose this summer. The Pennsyl- 
•anians who will take part in the 
camp will represent the young active 
element since the average age is 
about 18 and they are selected from 
vooo signed applicants front this 
State which with Maryland, Virginia 
and the District of Columbia made up 
he 3rd Corps Area, and the full al- 
otment for which was 1200 men. 


As it has worked out Pennsylvania 
las gone over the top with a venge- 
ance and is a banner State in the 
country, a recent bulletin from the 
leadquarters of the National Exe- 
cutive Committee of the Military 
Training Camps Association, point- 
ng out that, "As far as we can ascer- 
ain now, the largest enrollment in 
any one State is Pennsylvania, under 
he leadership of Major Horace B. 
3are of Philadelphia who has slight- 
y over 3,000 completed applications 
o his State's record. Any State dis- 
outing this point is requested to send 
the figures to these Headquarters 
and .due credit will be given; it now 
ooks as if the final total may reach 
4d.ooo or even more. We certainly 
congratulate the Department on uieir 
splendid work, particularly as "our 
-eports from all sources convincingly 
show that nothing approaching this 
could have been done -without the 
help of the M. T. C. A."
